half of Spain against its colonies which 
1 had rejected allegiance. 

' This suggestion was conveyed to Pres¬ 
ident Monroe through John Quincy 
1 Adams, the American secretary of state. 

1 President Monroe submitted the propo- 
1 sition of Canning to Jefferson and Mad 
ison for their opinion on the subject. 
Jefferson’s answer was prompt and de¬ 
cisive in favor of such a declaration as 
Canning had suggested. He said it was 
the most momentous question submitted 
for his opinion since the Declaration of 
Independence. Madison approved of 
Jefferson’s opinion and equally appre¬ 
ciated tlio importance of the question. 

Under these circumstances President 
Monroe, in his annual message Dec. 2, 
1823, expressed the doctrine that has 
since borne his name. There had been 
some correspondence with Russia and 
Great Britain in regard to boundary 
treaties, which tlio president described, 

| adding: 

“In tho discussions to which this iu- 
i terest has given rise, and in the ar- 
, raugements by which they may termi¬ 
nate, the occasion lias been judged prop¬ 
er for assorting as a principle in which 
j tlio rights and interests of the United 
States are involved that tlio American 
continents, by the free and independent 
condition which they have assumed aud 
maintain, are henceforth not to be 
considered as subjects of colonization 
by any European powers.” 

In the same message, referring to the 
insurrections in Europe, President Mon- 1 
roe said that tlio United States would 
always bo anxious and interested spec¬ 
tators of events, bnt declared: 

“In the mass of European powers in 
matters relating to themselves we have 
never taken any part, nor does it com¬ 
port with onr policy to do so. It is only 
when our rights are invaded or serious¬ 
ly menaced that we resent injuries or 
make preparations for defense. With tho 
movements in this hemisphere we are of 
necessity more immediately connected, 
and by causes which must ho obvious to 
all enlightened and impartial observ¬ 
ers. ” 

“Tho political system of the allied 
powers is essentially different in this i 
respect from that of America. This dif- i 
foreuce proceeds from that which exists 
in their respective governments. And to i 
the defense of our own, which lias been i 
acquired by the loss of so much blood 
and treasure, nnd matured by tlio wis- j 
dom of their most enlightened citizens, , < 
and under which we have enjoyed un- t 
cxampled felicity, this whole nation is 
devoted.

- satire. They become at will reporters, 
i chroniclers, art critics, literary review- 
f ers, not seeking in any way to study the 
courso of events, tho drift of the times, 
bnt, on the other hand, fitting all con¬ 
temporary ideas and events to tho meas¬ 
ure of their own personal temperament, 
so that an event or problem, thus treated 
according to tlio fancy of a journalist, 
appears tragical or comic, without any 
sort of regard for its real character. In¬ 
stead of describing it as it is, establish¬ 
ing the principle which it illustrates, 
they scatter abroad confusion and pro¬ 
duce iu tlio public mind a condition 
of uncertain lcnieidosoopic eclecticism 
which is tlio negation of all really au¬ 
thoritative opinion and the destroyer of 
all conviction. 

To obtain a place iu journalism an 
entire series of capacities is required, all 
to he summed up, hut not defined, in 
the singio word talent The absolutely 
ignorant, men without imagination, 
without intelligence, without the gift 
of assimilation, without, let me add, 
audacity and gayety, cannot obtain a 
place, cannot succeed iu journalism. 

Tlie man who would enter a school of 
journalism should feel a positivo “call” 
to this vocation, should have in him the 
unwearying vigilance which is an abso¬ 
lute condition of it, tho love of danger 
—of civil dungor, that is—and real peril, 
a boundless curiosity and love for truth, 
and u special and marked facility of 
rapid assimilation and comprehension. 

Take a young man possessing the first 
scholarly diplomas iu his country. If 
ho enjoys good health; if he has the 
free use of all his bodily faculties; if 
he sees and hears accurately and knows 
how to express quickly what he hears 
i and sees, then, if lie wishes to be a jour¬ 
nalist, take him in hand, undertake his 
education, give him that general equip¬ 
ment fitted for the various forms of bat- 
tlo which such a career implies, aud if 
you do not make a great journalist of 
him you will, at ail events, make one 
who can easily stand comparison with 
any, even the most authoritative prod¬ 
uct of tho utterly disorganized journal¬ 
ism of today. But you will do more 
than this. You will have created a type, 
ono of a special class, now isolated anil 
rare, but soon to increase aud multiply 
—the type of the journalist—elect, 
standing head and shoulders above the 
common stream of contemporary jour¬ 
nalists. In other professions those who 
issue from a special school, with a spe¬ 
cial training, are a model for those less 
favored by fortune. They precede and 
guido the latter, and, with the rarest 
exceptions, always maintain their lead. 

So it must be iu journalism whenever 
in any country a national school of jour¬ 
nalism shall have been created.—M. De 
Blowitz.

At the regular meeting of the Hoard of 
Supervisors, on Monday last, the appli¬ 
cation of the Colma Athletic Club for 
permits to hold exhibitions on the 17th 
and ^7th of this month was refused. 

We believe the action of the Board is 
generally approved by the people of San 
Mateo county. There seemsj to be some 
misapprehension regarding this whole 
subject and the action of our county au¬ 
thorities in relation thereto. 

Under the provisions of the “Act to 
establish a uniform system of county 
and township government,” the Board 
of Supervisors “have jurisdiction and 
power to license, for purposes of regula¬ 
tion and revenue, all and every kind of 
business not prohibited by law, and 
transacted and carried on in such county, 
and all shows, exhibitions, and lawful 
in therein; to fix the rate

There is nothing in the genetal law to 
prohibit an athletic exhibition. Prize 
fighting is an olFense, punishable under 
the provisions of the Penal Code. 

The ordinance passed by the Board of 
Supervisors of this county licenses ath¬ 
letic exhibitions, and defines carefully 
the kind and character of the exhibi¬ 
tion which may lie given. This ordi¬ 
nance, instead of extending the privil¬ 
eges or rights of athletic associations 
under the law restricts them. Without 
this ordinance our athletic clul) can give 
one exhibition, provided they do not 
promote, encourage, or carry on a prize 
fight. With it, they cannot give a prize 
fight exhibition, nor can they give any 
kind of an exhibition, without permis¬ 
sion of the Board of Supervisors and the 
payment of a license tax to the county. 

' The permit to gi'e exhibitions by the 
Colma Athletic Club was refused for the 
reason that in the judgmentof the Board 
its exhibitions in the past have not been 
of the kind or character permitted un¬ 
der the county ordinance. The position 
of the Chairman of the Board and Su¬ 
pervisor of the First Township has been 
misunderstood or unfairly represented. 
Mr. Bryan stated that he was not op¬ 
posed to putting a stop to these exhibi¬ 
tions, and would be in favor of repeal¬ 
ing the ordinance if necessary, but that 
inasmuch as the Board had granted a 
number of permits to this Club without 
protest from any one, and inasmuch as 
the Club had made a considerable ex- 
tor the exhibition

— 

ONE OF ILLINOIS’ ACTIVE WORKERS 
IN THE CAUSE OF WOMAN. 

HIm Cecilia Bonus— Mrs. Cleveland as a 
Writer — Gentlewoman Housekeepers. 
A Code of Honor For Women—The 
Pocket Problem—Mrs. Patrick Campbell. 

> 

Mrs. Mary E. Holmes, who was re¬ 
cently elected president of the Equal 
Suffrage association of Illinois for the 
tenth time, has been in active work as 
an educator and reformer for many 
years. She was for several years a teach¬ 
er and always took advanced grounds in 
introducing the latest and newest meth¬ 
ods. She taught in Peoria, Ills., and in 
Berlin and Oshkosh, Wis. 

Mrs. Holmes and her husband, Rev. 
D. E. Holmes, wero members of the 
first faculty of the Oshkosh Normal 
school. A failure of Mr. Holmes’ health 
made a change to a business lifo a ne¬ 
cessity, and Mrs. Holmes widened her 
sphere of usefulness by beginning the 
reform work that has occupied so much 
of her time for the last 20 years. Her 
home was in Qalva, Ills., where her 
husband was engaged in t*i<> lumber 
business until about three years ago, 
when the family moved to Chicago to 
obtain better educational advantages for 
the children. Mrs. Holmes was for some 
years a temperance worker and was su-

perintendent of the franchise depart¬ 
ment of the Woman’s Christian Temper¬ 
ance union of Illinois. She was a mem¬ 
ber of the “government reform” com¬ 
mittee of the woman’s branch of tho 
world’s congress auxiliary, and also 
represented the National American Suf¬ 
frage association at tho World’s fair ns 
tho committee from Illinois. 

Mrs. Holmes is also an active member 
of Plymouth church and has a large 
Sunday school class of men and women, 
which meets in the auditorium of the 
church. Site is president of the indus¬ 
trial school connected with the church. 
But the greater part of her time and 
strength has been given to tho develop¬ 
ment and elevation of woman. She be¬ 
lieves that woman should be enfran¬ 
chised that she may represent tho home. 
She has great confidence that mothers 
would legislate in the interest of family 
life. She expects women to eventually 
purify politics and make the world a 
purer and sweeter place in which to live. 
To do this she believes woman must 
havo tho opportunity to express her con¬ 
victions of men and measures in tho 
only way possible in a republic—by tho 
ballot box. 

Mrs. Holmes has seen tho equal suf¬ 
frage sentiment grow from indifference 
and scorn to respect and popularity since 
she has been president of tho state asso¬ 
ciation, and she believes that the pres¬ 
ent interest is the beginning of tho end. 
—Chicago Post 

Miss Cecilia Beaux. 

Miss Cecilia Beaux of Philadelphia is 
a pupil of the Academy Jnlien, and she 
there camo under tho instruction and in¬ 
fluence of Bouguereau, Constant, Touv 
Roberts and Carolus Duran. Her tech¬ 
nique is, as might bo supposed, outirely 
French, suggesting strongly tho methods 
of Carolus Duran and of Sargent, but 
her individuality has triumphed over all 
suggestions of her foreign masters, and 
the combination of strength and refine¬ 
ment in her work is all her own. All 
portrait painters know how difficult it is 
to catch the rapidly fleeting expressions 
on tho faco of a child, Quick and accu¬ 
rate must bo tho brush that fixes such fast 
flowing variations. 

A good example—called Ernesta—of 
Miss Beaux’s ability in this direction 
was exhibited at the American artists’ 
exhibition of 1894. The little faco tells 
Its own story. With suddenly aroused 
curiosity, which you instinctively feel is 
but a passing phase to be changed with 
tho quick in consequence of tho baby 
brain, tho child would rush forward, but 
is hold in check by tho strong hand of 
the nurse, of whom only one arm and 
part of the apron are visible, and yet so 
well are these handled that the pose of 
tho unseen woman is perfectly indicated. 

In a not very long career this artist 
has had her share of honors. She has 
held four times the Mary Smith prize 
awarded by the Philadelphia Academy 
of Fine Arts. She won tho Norman 
Dodge prize at tho National Academy 
of Design in 1898. In the same year she 
was elected a member of tho Society of 
American Artists. In 1894 she was made 
an associate of tho National Academy 
of Design, being the only woman who is 
» member of both associations.—Peter¬ 
son’s Magazine. 

Mr.. Cleveland ms a Writer. 

Mrs. Cleveland is every now mid then 
in receipt of requests to write articles in 
behalf of charities or enterprises of this 
nature, all more or less worthy doubt¬ 
less, but which, if acceded to in each 
case, would keep the spare time of the 
president’s wife pretty well filled, to the 
exclusion of everything else, says an ex¬ 
change. Occasionally there comes a re¬ 
quest from a magazine asking Mrs. 
Cleveland to write upon a special sub¬ 
ject, but to each and every offer, even 
those of the most flattering description, 
a refusal is returned. 

Mrs. Cleveland writes to her friends, 


and that is the only way in which her 
signature is ever to be found attached to 
any bit of handwriting of her own. 
These letters are generally brief and to 
the point, as in the nature of things it 
would be impossible for many lengthy 
letters to be written by the mistress of 
the White House, especially when, as 
in the present case, there are constant 
demands made upon her time and 
thoughts by two young children in ad¬ 
dition to the official duties necessarily 
devolving upon tho wife of the presi¬ 
dent. 

The largest offer ever made to Mrs. 
Cleveland for an article to be written 
by her was after she had been married 
about a year. One morning at the break¬ 
fast table she opened a letter from out 
of which fell a cheek for $800. This was 
from one of the leading magazines in the 
United States, requesting that she ac¬ 
cept the same in payment for an article 
desired from her pen. She returned the 
check with a brief note. 

Gentlewoman Housekeepers. 

The millennium of tho housekeeper 
has come when she is promised a real, 
livo gentlewoman to “brush ,uc hearth 
and put tho plates away. ” A new so¬ 
ciety has been formed for tho elevation 
of the cook stove, not that it is to surren¬ 
der its old place in tho basement—at 
least that has not been promised—but 
that its operator shall bo lifted to the 
same standing, social, economical and 
professional, as a professional nurse. 

In order to accomplish this, to estab¬ 
lish a standard of gentility from the be¬ 
ginning, it is the purpose to exclude any 
one who has tho unhappy preparation of j 
a “previous condition of servitude.” 
She is promised to “milady, ” in all the j 
virginal purity of the reduced gentle- j 
woman, who has “never had to work 
for her living before. ” . 

Tho society has begun lifo with the 
namo of Society of Gentlewomen Home¬ 
makers. It offers prizes in the way of i 
badges of honor to tho first 100 gentle¬ 
women who tako positions in families 
as homemakers. 

The society will have a cooking and 
training school for the benefit of those 
who know something of tho work, but j 
are not entirely competent. 

"Women’s work for women” is the 
j motto of the society, and to all who 
! send a request it will issue a list of 
I proofs which will convince tho most 
skeptical of ambitions women as to the 
i desirability of woman’s workover busi¬ 
ness. By this means it expects to rid the 
long suffering housewife of incompetent 
cooks who demand high wages, and 
provide her with a jewel of a cook who j 
traces her ancestry back to tho colonial 
I dames. The new society means business. 
—New York Herald. 

A Code of Honor For Women. 

A discussion has lately arisen respect¬ 
ing a code of honor for women. Tho ad¬ 
vanced woman needs one. If sho is to 
j compete with men in men’s work she 
must adopt tho code which men have 
found effective and practical. Sho must 
learn to hold her tongue, to respect oth¬ 
er people’s business, other people's se¬ 
crets, other people’s letters. Sho must 
not pry, or tell white lies, or do little 
mean underhand actions. In fact, a 
man’s honor must be a woman’s. This 
will necessitate a complete change in 
woman’s prejudices, opinions and con¬ 
duct.

They are much harder 
in their judgments, or fickle in their 
households, narrower iu their preju¬ 
dices, than men who have seen the 
world and learned to respect others’ lib¬ 
erty and others’ individuality as much 
as their own. A keen sense of honesty 
will certainly strengthen and beautify 
women’s character and probably make 
them easier to livo with. Whether it 
may alter other vital qualities of their | 
nature remains to bo seen.—Loudon 
Graphic.

PUNS AM) PUNSTERS. 

A DEFINITION OF THE FORMER AND 

EXAMPLES OF THE LATTER. , 

A Few Specimen* or the Ilettor {'In** of 
the Lowest Form of Wit—Tom Urod the 
Prince of British Puns. t*ra— He Pans as | 
Naturally as He Laughs. 

Is tho pun a legitimate form of wit? 
Some peopie think not, and Dr. Johnson 
said that a man who would make a pun 
would pick a pocket. But the fact is 
that the goner;'’ objection to puns is be- 
caus of their frequent lack of wit— 
that is to say, it is directed to bad puns. 

We do uot want to discuss bad puns— 
or even to hear them. The point is, 
whether good puns are admissible as 
legitimate and commendable expres¬ 
sions of humor. It is of no uso to say, 
like Sydney Smith, that puns ought to 
be in bad repute, aud, although oue 
finds an incorrigible punster—often, it 
is true, an incorrigible bore—in every 
little circlet oi social life, oue does not * 
find the race of pickpockets to be in¬ 
creasing alarmingly in numbers. Nor 
do the statistics of crime seem to bear 
any relation to tho productions of 
Planchet or Brough or of Gilbert to the 
spread of burlesque anil the cultivation 
of Bab balladist opera. 

It is probablo that there are a few, 
even iu these days of culture, capable of 
appreciating the profound witticism 
which De Quineey discovered in the 
jests for which poor JElius Lamia was 
put to death by Domitian. 

Cicero had tho name of being a great 
punster, although not many of his wit¬ 
ticisms have come down to ns. There is 
one, however, that may bo appreciated 
even without a knowledge of Latin. 
Once a Jew attempted to get the cause 
of Verres into his own hands, and Cice¬ 
ro, who believed the Jew to be a mere 
tool of the culprits, opposed him by ask¬ 
ing, “What hath a Jew to do with 
swine’s flesh:” The Roniaus called a 
boar “verres,” so that the point was 
neat and appropriate. 

If wo want to argue tho legitimacy of 
puns wo are obliged to fall back ou tho 
old discussion as to the difference be¬ 
tween wit and humor. Tho definitions 
aro legionul of course, but not ouo of 
them is wholly satisfactory. “Knowl¬ 
edge comes and wisdom lingers,” Ten¬ 
nyson says, and perhaps we might found 
upon this a parody, with some approach 
to truth—that wit sparkles and humor 
permeates. But there is little profit to 
be got iu analysis of this kind. What is 
funny isn’t necessarily witty, but what 
is funny must havo iu it or suggested 
by it some of tho essence of humor. 
Thus Charles Lamb was not so far 
wrong when lie said that the most far¬ 
fetched and startling puns aro tho best. 

The familiar inquiry, “Is it truo that 
the first apple was eaten by the first 
pair?” is farfetched, but one cannot 
deuy tho humor of it. Again, in the 
conundrum, “Why is blind man’s buff 
liko sympathy?”—“Because it is a fel¬ 
low fooling for a fellow creature,” 
j there is a direct application which is 
also unquestionably humorous. Then, 
as another example of a pun which is 
absurdly apparent, there was Douglas 
Jerrold’s remark about a man to whom 
he had repeatedly writton iu vain for 
some money. 

“I have written him,” said Jerrold 
to an acquaintance, “but got nothing. ” 
“Strange,” said the other, “for ho is 
a man full of kindness. ” 

“Yes,” rejoined Jerrold, “unremit¬ 
ting kindness. ” 

A pun which requires explanation in 
brackets is indeed simply intolerable. 

The Oxford scholar who, meeting a 
porter carrying a hare through the 
streets, asked, “Prithee, frieud, is that 
thy own hare or a wig?” required no 
commentator. This same story is some¬ 
times attributed to Charles Lamb. Nor 
did Tom Hood, who, when all is said 
and doue, remains the prince of British 
punsters. He puns as naturally as he 
laughs. A babe can see the point of his 
jokes, and tho crustiest dry-as-dust can¬ 
not resist them. 

Theodoro Hook is thought by many 
to bo equal to Hood as a punster, but 
Hook was labored aud slow in compari¬ 
son. Thero is an impromptu air about 
Hood’s puns which is incomparable, and 
an unexpectedness, even when you are 
looking for them, that is delicious. 
Frederick Locker once or twice seemed 
to have Hood's unconscious easo, as thus: 

H<‘ cannot be complete in aught 
Who la not humorously prone. 

A man without a merry thought 
Can hardly have a funny bone. 

John Hill Burton relates a legal joke 
which, to the legal mind, has all the 
charm of a pun. One day a bailiff, serv¬ 
ing a writ, had been compelled by the 
defendant to swallow tho document. In 
a state of great agitation and auger the* 
officer rushed into the court, over which 
Lord Norbury was presiding, to com¬ 
plain of the indignity. He was met by 
the expression of Ijis lordship’s hope, 
that tho writ was “not retnruabl© in 
this court. ’ * 

Brot Harte, by the way, is not usual¬ 
ly regarded as a professional wit, and 
yet among tho good things which cling 
to one’s memory is tho couplet in the 
‘Heathen Chinee:” 

Concealed in his nails, which were taper. 

What is common in tapers—that’s wax. 

Somebody lias written a parody iu 
which a candidate for examination even 
beats tho record of tho Mongolian: 

Concealed in his palms, which were spacious, 

What is common in palms-and that's dates. 

Speaking of palms recalls the famous 
pun of the bishop of Oxford, who, when 
asked by a lady why he was nicknamed 
Soapy Sam, replied, ‘‘Because, madam, 

I am always getting into hot water and 
always coming out with clean hands. ” 
Perhaps it may be said that some of 
these examples are not true puns. Bui 
a pun is not necessarily a twisting of 
spelling and a contortion of syllables, 
as the writers o.’ burlesque aud “comic” 
papers seem to think. It is play upon 
words, and to be really entitled to be 
considered witty should play both upon 
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DEATH.

, In the year 18fi— I set ont with a 
party of speculators bent on making 
their fortunes by mining for metals 
among the mountains of New Mexico.

Feigning retreat, he marched 
Ins troops upon the extensive morasses 
of A (cola on the flank of the Austrians 
A single bridge led to the Austrian bat¬ 
teries, which swept the dikes and cause¬ 
ways along which the French were ad 
vancing. Marshal Augereau led the col¬ 
umn whose line of march was over tho 
bridge. 1 he front ranks were mowed 
down the moment they attempted to 
force the passage. Seeing the line re¬ 
coil, Augereau seized a flag and calling 
upon his men, a corps of picked fellows, 
he rushed upon the bridge and planted 
the flagstaff. With cheers for their val 
iant. captain, the soldiers dashed for¬ 
ward toward the colors, but the head of 
the column sank on the bridge and the 
retreating ranks carried the fiery mar¬ 
shal back along with them.

The alarm spread and with one 
more grand rush, the fourth that morn- j 
ing by the same corps, the bridge was 
carried. The day was won, yet that 
was not the last of Areola. Napoleon’s 
enemies made a skillful retreat, but Na-; 
poleon so maneuvered as to draw them 
once more into the marshes, where he 
ended the brilliant campaign two days ! 
later. 


Nov. 17, 1790, 
Napoleon again de- 
^trstegem. feated the Austrians 
in the marshes 
around Areola. Two days of maneuver¬ 
ing, in which the Austrians were out¬ 
witted, brought the combatants upon 
the very ground where they had fought 
the 15th. In an attempt to destroy one 
nf Napoleon’s pontoon bridges over the 
river Adige the Austrians weakened 
their garrison of Areola. Thev were re¬ 
pulsed at the river and compelled to re¬ 
treat across the marshes. Meanwhile 
i Napoleon had thrown two divisions 
against Areola and laid an ambuscade 
in a thicket of willows past which the 
, enemy would be compelled to retreat. 
By the fire from the ambuscade 3,000 
Soldiers were destroyed. Taking advan¬ 
tage of the confusion, the French ad¬ 
vanced to the high solid ground nnd 
forced the lighting all along the line. 

I lie Austrians made a stubborn resist¬ 
ance, and might have won the day hut 
for a simple stratagem of Napoleon's. 
So fertile was the young Corsican in re¬ 
sources and so daring in his plans that 
the enemy was in constant fear of sur¬ 
prises. Strong columns of French were 
still absent from the field, among them 
Murat s cavalry. Napoleon sent 50 of 
tho dragoon guards to penetrate the 
swamp in the rear of the Austrian po¬ 
sition. Each dragoon carried a trumpet, 
and while Augereau rushed upon the 
enemy’s front, in the hottest of the fire 
tho 50 trumpets sounded the charge for 
the specter battalions of Murat. Every¬ 
thing gave way, leaving Napoleon mas¬ 
ter of the field. 

1 he victory at Areola decided the 
campaign. Napoleon returned to the 
camps at Verona, from whence he had 
led his troops on tho 15th in u forlorn 
attempt, as it then appeared, to break 
through the Austrian lines. 


Bullets 
Swept Like 
Hail. 


Nov, 18, 1863, a 
few Union cavalry¬ 
men made a bul¬ 
wark of their bodies 
for the defense of 
Knoxville. In the midst of Burnside's 
hasty efforts to build works around the 
city Longstreet’s Confederates appeared 
in heavy columns about a mile beyond 
the outer fortifications on the south, 
bent on going straight into Knoxville. 
There was little to stand in the wav of 
their doing so except 700 cavalrymen 
led by General W. P. Sanders in' per¬ 
son. Sanders remained at the post of 
danger to see the affair out. Tho hand¬ 
ful with him was to stand as a foil 
while tho infantry was getting the liues 
in lighting trim

gxcelled for heroism. The British open- 
id bombardment on the loth with the 
guns of 14 strong redoubts, four 64 gnu 
ships, standing 900 yards off, and two 
40 gun ships, besides a floating battery 
of 22 2 4 -pounders. That day the artil 
ltry commander in the fort was killed. 
On tho 11th manystrong palisades were 
ent down and a cannon demolished by 
the firing. The 12tli saw a whole bat¬ 
tery destroyed and the Americans in 
the outworks driven to shelter within 
tho main fort. Tho garrison numbered 
originally 800, and many had been cut 
down, stijl on the 14th they managed 
to silence the floating battery. That 
night a deserter carried news to the ene¬ 
my of the condition of tho fort and its 
defenders. At 10 o’clock on the 15th 
tiie bombardment opened upon signal, 
all the land batteries and shipping tak¬ 
ing part. Not until dark did the garri¬ 
son givo up hope, and then the remnant, 
excepting 40 men, retreated. Every 
man who had appeared above tho works 
that day had been struck by a bullet 
from the tops of tho enemy’s ships. Not 
a palisade remained standing and the 
parapets had been razed to level by the 
terrible fire. At midnight Major Thay¬ 
er, the commandant, set fire to the re¬ 
mains of tho barracks, and joined tho 
others ut, Fort Mercer. When lie loft tho 
ruins, there was not a serviceable gun 
in tho embrasures, nor shelter to cover 
a single man. More than 1,000 shots 
had been hurled at the ruined fort that 
last day alone. Only about 50 men of 
the defenders escaped death or wounds.

Washington s main 
army lay across tho Hudson at Fort 
| Doe, with outposts on Washington 
heights, the abrupt and lofty elevation 
at tho north end of the island. Howo 
led four columns to the attack. The 
Germans first carriod a strung redoubt 
on the flank north of the fort. In order 
to reach it from the level of the Har¬ 
lem river, which they crossed, the as¬ 
sailants climbed the steep slopes at In- 
j wood, and pushed on through the forest 
barricaded with fallen trees and swept 
with a merciless artillery Are from the 
redoubt. Tho Americans yielded before 
superior numbers and joined the garri¬ 
son at Fort Washington. Exulting over 
their first success, the Germans demand¬ 
ed the surrender of the fort under 
threat of putting the defenders to the 
sword. Washington’s orders to the com¬ 
mandant were to hold out to the last 
extremity. Fighting continued for some 
hours at close quarters. But disaster 
was inevitable. A column of Americans 
lay in line of battle across the island 
south of the fort, and being attacked in 
front and flank retreated and joined the 
garrison. Tho little work was then over¬ 
crowded; the combatants hadn’t space! 
to move. Seeing that wholesale slaugh- ! 
ter must ensue, the commandant hoisted j 
the white flag. During the battle Wash- j 
ington atarted to cross over from Fort 
Lee and direct the forces, but returned 
on being assured that the troops could 
hold out until nightfall. The enemy's 
forces had been misrepresented.

The general re¬ 
ferred the matt or 
to Sanders, who general banders. 
said yes, without, of course, consulting 
the enemy as to his intentions. The 
duy’s grace was to end at midnight the 
18th. During the night of tho 17th San¬ 
ders’ men built a breastwork ont of 
I 0 UO 0 rails, soufc their horses to tho roar 
and awaited tho issue with tho other 
party. It so happened that Longstreet 
was anxious for a speedy attack, and 
his leading soldiers dashed up to San¬ 
ders’ rail pile early the 18th. They re¬ 
tired, carrying countless bullets from 
the carbines of the troopers. Then artil¬ 
lery was brought into play, the rails 
were knocked into splinters and a charg¬ 
ing column of Confederates overwhelm¬ 
ed the brave cavalrymen. Sanders re¬ 
ceived a death wound as lie stood erect, 
head and shoulders above the flirty 
rampart across which bullets swept like 
driving hail. His courage stimulated 
Ins men, and they buffeted tho enemy 
until darkness came on and the redoubts 
around the city were near completion. 
Directly in rear of the spot where San¬ 
ders fell there was an old Confederate 
fort which tho Union engineers had 
been remodeling under cover of the 
plucky stand of the cavalry on the out- 
po.stH. As soon as the news of Sanders’ 
heroic death was carried back it was 
named in his honor. Under its walls the 
fato of Knoxville was finally decided.

Broken machinery rendered tho ship 
powerless in a terrible storm that was 
raging, and neither sails nor anchor 
could hold her off the reefs. Nearly 100 
lives were lost. With two exceptions 
the survivors—31 in number—owed 
their lives in part to life preservers, 

I which enabled them to strike out for 
j shore, 250 yards distant from the wreck, 
i Ttl ° exceptions were Engineer Young 
! und Seaman Williams. They left the 
wreck upon a small lifo raft, the steam¬ 
er s boats having all been destroyed. 
Young volunteered to get a line ashore. 
Hu was in tlm water a long time before 
the raft could bo got loose from the 
wreck, and velum at last they were off 
both ho and Williams were almost 
helpless from the cold. After a re¬ 
markable struggle these two reached 
shoio alone, and were tho means of sav- 
mg 29 of their shipmates. The raft cap¬ 
sized several times, and before it was 
clear of the steamer Young received 
some terrible bruises from the floating 
wreckage. Many of his mates wore kill¬ 
ed beside him in attempting to float the 
raft. Williams at last became exhausted 
by bis battle with the surf and Young 
was compelled to swim and push the 
raft with Williams upon it. Soon after 
making land the brave fellows took 
two exhausted sailors from the water, 
and ;>i a short time brought help from 
citizens on tho beach. A strong current 
was running up the coast, and by dis¬ 
tributing the helpers along shore 27 were 
taken from tiie water almost lifeless. 
Young was given the gold medal of the 
life saving service for his gallant deed.
